regiaterod.  uiviug  a  death-rate  of  9  8  per  1,000  per 
annum-  Zyuotio  Death-rate  —  Two  deaths  from 
zymotic  disease  have  occurred,  giving  a  zyniotic-rute 
of  0'3  per  1,000  per  annum.  INFANT  NIokTaLITY— 
Fifteen  deaths  under  one  year  have  bei-n  registered, 
giving  an  infant  mortality  of  126  0.5  i>er  1,0U0  births 
registered.  F or  the  sake  of  comparison  the  Medical 
Officer  appended  the  rates  for  tlie  previous  four  years, 
as  follows: — 1893— Birth-rate,  124  birth’,  33‘1 ;  death- 
rate,  65  deaths,  17'3  ;  zymotic  death-rate,  2  deaths, 
O'o  ;  infant  mortality,  17  under  one  year,  i;{7  09.

Table  of  Deaths — Under  one  year,  there  were  15 
deaths  ;  1  year,  and  under  5,  4  deaths  ;  1.5  years,  and 
uuder  25,  1  death  ;  25  years,  and  under  66,  10  deaths ; 
65  years  upwards,  8  deaths.  Causes  of  Death - 
Measles,  2  under  the  age  of  5  years  ;  phthisis,  5  over 
the  age  of  5  years  ;  bronchitis,  pneumonia,  pleurisy, 
3  under  the  age  of  5  years  and  one  over  the  age  of 
five  years  ;  heart  disease,  2  under  the  age  of  5  years  ;

Water  Sopply.— There  has  been  a  plentiful 
supply  of  water  in  the  well  during  the  year.  That 
from  the  Poliy-ho'.e  source  has  again  been  constant, 
supplying  not  ouly  the  upper  part  but  also  the  lowei\

examined  samples  of  the  water  from  the  Glaston-road 
and  I’ark-close.  One  from  the  Glaston-road  was 
totally  unsuitable  for  domestic  purposes.  A  well  in 
the  Ford-stream -road,  previously  ordered  to  be  closed, 
was  found  on  visiting  the  premises  to  have  been 
re-opened  and  its  closure  was  again  enforced  by  the 
Board. 

Sewage  and  Drainage.  —  Owing  to  the  excep¬ 
tionally  heavy  downfall  of  rain  in  the  latter  part  of 
the  year  the  drainage  of  the  village  has  been  severely 
tested.  The  sewers  were  periodically  flushed,  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Inspector  of  Muisances,  and 
owing  to  the  wet  season  the  cleansing  had  been 
thorough.  'I'he  system  in  force  of  disposing  of  the 
sevage  by  means  of  irrigation  worked  satisfactorily 
An  exten.sion  of  tbe  sewer  at  the  West-end  had  been 
made  during  tbe  ye.ir.  The  open  tank  in  the  High- 
street,  opposite  the  Factory,  was  in  process  of  being 
enclosed.  During  the  month  of  June  and  July,  along 
wi  h  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances,  I  made  a  house-to- 
house  inspection  of  the  sanitary  arrangements,  water- 
supp'y,  and  domescic  drainage  of  the  di.strict,  and  was 
gratified  wilh^  the  marked  improvement  which  had 
taken  place  in  many  parts  since  his  last  general 
inspection.  In  some  places  new  sanitary  offices  hart 
been  erected,  the  connection  of  many  with  the  main  i 
sewers  completed,  and  then  regular  flushing  seemed  to 
have  been  mi'.re  satisfactorily  carried  out.  The  notice 
of  the  Board  had  been  drawn  to  some  ca.se8,  however, 
which  require!  attention,  and  the  necessary  directions 
for  the  removal  of  existing  nuisances  issued.  In  Alay, 
along  with  the  Inspector,  he  visited  the  “  wooden 
houses”  in  the  Glaston-road,  which  had  recently  come 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Board,  and  reported  ou 
the  insanitary  conditiou.s  which  there  e.xisted. 
Directions  were  given  by  ihe  Board  that  the  memises 
should  be  put  inUi  a  more  satisfactory  state.  In  three 
cases  he  had  repoKed  the  keejriug  of  swine 
within  the  prescribed  limit.  He  would  again 
note  the  length  of  time  which,  in  some  iustances, 
occurred  before  the  emptying  of  many  of  the  cesspools 
still  existing  in  the  district,  and  recommended  in 
these  cases  conformity  with  the  bye-laws. 

Scavenging.— Supervision  is  exercised  over  the  ash- 
ana-refase  heaps,  and  their  early  removal  directed. 

Prevalence  of  Disease.—  During  the  months  of 
Januarv,  February,  March,  October,  November,  and 
Decemner,  cases  of  influe-aza,  mostly  of  a  mild  type, 
occurred.  In  January.  March,  April,  October,  Novem¬ 
ber,  and  December,  diseases  of  the  respiratory  passages 
prevalent,  especially  amongst  old  people  and 


children.  It  will  be  noticed,  however,  how  tew  deaths, 
due  to  this  class  of  disease,  have  occurred,  viz.,  four, 
three  of  which  were  uuder  the  age  of  five  years.  A  case 
of  scarlet  fever  came  to  my  knowledge  in  January,  a 
second  in  February,  and  tliree  more  in  May.  A  few 
cases  of  whooping-cough  occurred  in  March.  Mumps 
prevailed  in  epidemic  form  in  March  and  April,  com¬ 
paratively  few  children  in  the  village  escaping.  A  severe 
epidemic  of  measles  occurred  during  the  months  of 
September, October,  and  November,  two  deaths— infants 
—being  registered  as  due  to  this  disease,  the  only 
zymotic  deaths  during  the  yeai-.  Two  severe  cases  of 
erysipelas  came  to  my  notice  during  tbe  year,  and  a 
mild  case  of  enteric  lever.  The  latter,  however,  was 
contracted  in  another  district,  and  made  a  speedy 
recovei-y.  With  the  exception  of  the  months  during 
which  the  aforesaid  epidemics  prevailed,  notwithstand¬ 
ing  the  wet  seasons  of  the  year,  the  general  health  of 
the  village  had  been  good.  Tbe  general  death-rate  had 
remarkably  decreased.  The  deaths  from  phthisis  had 
decreased,  and  the  infant  mortality  was  lower  than  the 
previous  year.  He  would  remark  that  nine  out  of  the 
15  deaths  registered  as  under  one  year  were  under  the 
:  age  of  one  mouth.
